In accordance with the provisions of 37 C.F.R. § 1 .78(a)(3), Applicants respectfully 
request acceptance of an unintentionally delayed claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. 120 of 
U.S. Patent Application No. 08/932,532, filed on September 17, 1997, which matured into 
U.S. Patent No. 6,418,324, which was pending at the time the present application was filed.
